Most of us have our own set ideas of the validity (or non-validity) of “transcriptions.” | too have my own lit- 
tle thoughts about this, but the demands of Space prevent my getting into it. To each his own. Both times | 


picked songs that | found exceptionally beautiful and seldom performed. If the singers don’t do them, why 
not me? 


My rule for doing a song transcription is that the song must be wonderful (by my esthetics) and relatively 
unknown. | feel these songs fit those categories. 


Portrait 

It “portrays,” indeed juxtaposes, two contradictory moods-one “declamatory” and rather dissonant, the other 
“resigned,” more consonant and chorale-like in texture. The piece ends in the mood of resignation but with 
clear references to the musical material of the declamatory sections. Alas, neither mood wins the battle. 


In Retrospect 

This set of five pieces was slated for a children’s opus but quickly got out of hand. The first piece fits the bill 
— but that’s it. However the more than usually tonal (childlike?) nature of these pieces, all centering around 
e minor, originated in piece #1 (Prelude) and stayed around until the end (Toccata). Four small pieces sur- 
round the central longest and most “heartfelt” piece, “Song.” They are all one-idea orientated and their sim- 
ple, generic titles adequately describe their simple, generic passions. The more than usual (for me) tonal 
and textural simplicity of this work somehow prompted the title “/n Retrospect’ — a throwback to a “simpler” 
age. 


Recollections 

Among my piano solo compositions, Recollections has always held a very special space for me. It was one 
of those pieces that tumbled out rather than “got written.” In an era of high dissonance, the 1959 
Recollections unplanned “reversion” to impressionism, and, as it turned out, its “forward” look at elements of 
“minimalism” was surprising, both then and now. Needless to say the impressions of composers interest 
composers. The first composer who saw the piece was Milton Babbitt. He spent a long speechless time in 
my presence looking at the first movement, a rhythmically “minimalist” movement, as surprised by its “direc- 
tion” as | was. There followed a wonderful verbal analysis and critique of the movement that | wish | had on 
tape. The piece luckily found favor with some excellent pianists — William Masselos (first New York per- 
formance — Town Hall), etc. At a performance of my own in New York City on a contemporary music con- 
cert at the Guggenheim Museum, the piece left my more dodecophonic friends and colleagues speechless, 
but elicited remarkable enthusiasm from John Cage and Alan Hovhaness (enemy camp?) and Ernst Krenek. 


All of this is 20-30 years ago. What impression does this “impressionistic” piece make on me and others in 
1991? 


3 Hommages 

| have consistently avoided writing descriptive notes for the “3 Hommages,” preferring the listener to react 
to these three pieces without prejudicial comments from the composer. These pieces were not written as a 
set of pieces and although | feel they complement each other quite well they are very performable as sepa- 
rate pieces. The first two hommages are much more tonal than any other music of mine. All three are very 
pianistic. These two qualities probably account for their being fairly popular as a “contemporary” selection 
in high level piano competitions. The title of the pieces, with the exception of the Ravel Hommage, were 
arrived at long after their composition. Even so, | find the titles not inappropriate. However, when | was try- 
ing to find an appropriate title for the set, “3 Hommages,” “3 Nocturnes,” and “3 Etudes” all came to mind. 
Any of these titles, despite seeming contradiction, still seem appropriate to me. The combination of all three 
titles describes the nature of the works better for me than any one title does. 


Pianist Naomi NISKALA has appeared as soloist and chamber musician in Europe, the United 
States, and Japan, and her performances have been broadcast on BBC Radio and NPR's 
Performance Today. Her competition awards have included first prize at the 1996 Kingsville 
International hip ge Scionti Solo Piano Competition, and a top prize at the International Stravinsky 
Awards Competition in Illinois. A fellow at Tanglewood’s Music Center and Ravinia Festival's 
Steans Institute, Niskala toured on the first “Musicians from Ravinia’s Steans Institute” tour. She 
was also invited by Zarin Mehta to Israel, Turkey, and Greece to perform chamber music for a 
Ravinia Festival benefit. Niskala is a founding member of the Kuamni Trio for flute, cello, and 
piano, and is a member of the America’s Dream Chamber Artists (ADCA). Niskala is currently 
recording the entire solo piano works of American composer Robert Helps, to be released by 
Albany Records on two discs. 


Niskala holds degrees from the Yale School of Music, the State University of New York at Stony 
Brook, and the New England Conservatory of Music. She received her Master of Music and Doctor 
of Musical Arts degrees in Piano Performance with Gilbert Kalish at Stony Brook, and an Artist 
Diploma with Claude Frank at Yale. Other teachers include Patricia Zander and Maria Luisa Faini. 
Niskala has served on the faculty at the Neighborhood Music School in New Haven, Connecticut 
and has taught piano and chamber music at Wesleyan University. Niskala is currently Assistant 
Professor of Piano at the University of South Florida School of Music. 


American composer and pianist RoBERT HELPS (1928-2001) belonged to the small group of 
American new music pianists who emerged in the late forties and early fifties. As a composer his 
highly original works might be characterized as the missing link between the Columbia-Princeton 
atonal school and the “New Romanticism” movement. Helps was professor of piano at the New 
England Conservatory, the San Francisco Conservatory, Princeton University, Stanford University, 
the University of California at Berkeley, the Manhattan School of Music, and artist-in-residence 
(pianist) at the University of California, Davis. From 1980 until his death from cancer in 2001, 
Helps was on the faculty at the University of South Florida School of Music. He won composition 
awards and grants from the Guggenheim, Naumburg, Ford and Fromm Foundations, several com- 
missions from the National Endowment for the Arts, and an Academy Award from the American 
Academy of Arts and Letters. He recorded extensively as pianist and/or composer on such labels 
at Victor, Columbia, Composers Recordings (CRI), Deutsche Grammaphon, New World, Desto, 
Son Nova, and Argo. Helps' music is published by C.F. Peters, Associated Music Publishers, E.B. 


Marks, Lawson-Gould, and American Composers Edition. His major teachers were Abby 
Whiteside (piano) and Roger Sessions (composition).

To reflect and distinguish the outstanding talent in each area of our instrumental families, 
the Concerto Competition has been restructured into an entirely new format this year. In 
revising the former competition, which had been one competition among all the instru- 
mental families, the competition will now feature on a rotating basis, two of these four 
main instrumental categories, comprising of Strings, Woodwinds, Brass and Piano. This 
year the two instrumental categories designated for competition are Strings and 
Woodwinds, and next year the competition will feature Brass instruments and Piano. 


The finalists in the categories of Strings and Woodwinds have been chosen through a rig- 
orous preliminary round held in their area. The jury is mandated to award a winner from 
each area, and these two prize winners will appear as a soloists with the McGill 
Symphony next season. They will also receive a scholarship. 


The juries are made up of the Chair of the Performance Department, the Director of the 
McGill Symphony, members of each of the String and Woodwind Faculty and invited 
guest jurists, including former graduates of the Schulich School of Music and winners of 


this competition, who are now professional members of such distinguished ensembles as 
the OSM.
